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Maine Farmer, 
Training Colts. 

It is well known that the subsequent dis- 
position, trustworthiness and therefore the 
usefulness and value of the horse depends 
very much upon how he is broken to har- 
ness. Itisa mistaken notion to suppose 
that severe whipping is essential to the 
process. In fact there ismo need of any 
whipping, and we would not employ a per- 
son to break a colt for us whose main de- 
pendence for bringing the animal into sub- 
jection is the eruel whip. In our boyhood 
days when upon the farm, we had the first 
training of several young colts and broke 
them to harness and carriage; in no single 
instance was the whip relied upon to ac- 
complish the work, aud it is with satisfac- 
tion that we recall the fact. What the colt 
wants is to be patiently taught what is ex- 
pected of him, to be educated in his work. 
and the person whe regards the whip asan 
educator either of children or colts is not 
up with the spirit and progress of the age. 

Simple methods may be devised by which 
the colt may become familiar first with the 
bit.then with the collar and finally with 
other portions of the harness. The colt ts 
naturally timid and during the process of 
bringing him into subjection, he suffers 
much from fear. Does the lash re-assure 
him or take away his fear? Certainly not; 
it has the opposite effect. He must become 
familiar with the pressure of the harness 
and to the rattle of things around him, by 
long practice. During the winter, the 
harness may be placed upon him while he 
stands in his stall and he be obliged to sub- 
mit to it for an hour or twoeach day, un- 
til he becomes used to it. Noneof the les- 
sons thus taught will ever be forgotten, 
and he will soon stand still while it ig be- 
ing puton.

One important lesson which chemistry 
has taught is how to feed our soils. This 
result was reached by ascertaining what 
elements are stored up in plant growth. 
This was accomplished by chemical analy-’ 
sis, By ascertaining the constituent ele- 
ments of our different food plants, it fol- 
lows that a soil to produce these plants 
must contain the same elements in the 
right proportion; that to maintain the pro- 
per fertility of the soil, there must be re- 
stored to it annually, the amount of these 
elements renewed in the crops, But far- 
ther investigation showed that this was not 
a complete solution of the question, be- 
cause of the two sources of plant food, the 
air and earth; it was ascertained that true 
thrift and economy were successful in the 
growth of certain crops, when one or more 
of the elements or ingredients of plant 
food are omitted from the fertilization an- 
nually added, or, if not entirely witbheld, 
are at least supplied in much less quantity 
than the amount of such elements appar-

Mr. Arey Answers. 


A. Mills, in number 37 of the FARMER, 
asks if ‘‘our farmers, as a class, learn to 
farm so that our farms are improving year 
by year? I wish it were so, but when I 
look around among the farmers, I see acres 
and acres of land that have been cultivated 
and cropped till they are nearly worthless, 
and even whole farms that do not produce 
one half that they formerly did.” [ think I 
can tell you how to bring these farms back 
to their former productiveness. I believe 
all the science in farming consists in taking 
eare of your pastures. [ took an old farm 
that had been cropped till it was so reduced 
that it would not Sear more than five hun- 
dred of poor feed per acre. I plowed it 
and seeded to clover and other grass seeds 
every five years, and took off a crop of oats 
each time, a(terwards turning it out to pas- 
ture. Now the feed is as good as when the 
land was first cleared, some fifty-seven 
years ago. ‘The only fertilizer ever applied 
was by pasturing my stock in summer. 
You can take off a crop of grain every five 
years and seed to clover; then turn to pas 
ture, taking care not to pasture enough to 
kill the grass roots. Three seedings will 
bring these old mossy hills of Maine back 
to as good a state of cultivation as they 
were when first cleared. I know that these 
are hard statements to make, but [ am pre- 
pared to prove them. All welack in Maine 
is manure: give manure enough, and [ will 
make the land of Maine produce as much 
as the best of land. And that brings me to 
the great question, how shall we manage 
our farms so as to keep them up to their 
former state of productiveness? I will tell 
you how to make dressing. I keep my 
stable floor, which is water tight, covered 
with dry muck about « foot deep; then 
throw in straw to keep the stock clean, 
throwing out every morning al! that is wet 
intoa shed where the hogs work it over. 
Then once a week I move my sheds in the 
pasture. [ use sheds in place of shade 
trees. After the manure is made, it will 
cost more to keep up the mowing fields for 
aterm of years than it will to fence my 
pasture into five acre lots with stone wali, 
having two cords of stone to the rod, and 
I can show land on which that amount of 
stone has been taken from, and if that won't 
clean the land, let it grow up to forest 
again, for no man is able to let his stock 
run on land which he does not cultivate. 
There never has beena year since | was 
big enough to work but what there has 
been a piece of land enriched’ by the cattle 
in summer. Lused when a boy to change 
the cattle from one place to another as often 
as they got it rich enough. For over sixty 
years [ have been managing in this way. 
and all that I can explain to them I cannot 
make people believe but what it was manure 
that made the crops grow so, until | got 
that run out land.

Aroostook this year have been good, with 
the exception of potatoes, which are about 
half a crop compared with last year. They

us see. My sweetcorn paid me one dol- 
lar a day and my yellow corn paid me two 
dollars and thirty-three cents per day by 
strict account. But I hear some one say, 
‘alt isa poor year for sweet corn.” Don’t 
the rule apply to both kinds? Now this is 
the point that farmers overlook. The far- 
mer takes all the risks, while the men that 
buy their corn take all the profit. In other 
words, three hundred farmers are making 
one man rich while they keep themselves 
poor, and their farms poorer. If farmers 
can have a fair price, and say to the men 
that run these factories, *‘We must live 
with you, and we will not take all the risks 
and hard labor, while you take all the prof- 
its,” the thing can be made right in a short 
time. Let us have a farmers’ convention 
of the towns interested, and talk the matter 
over, compare notes and act unitedly, 
honorably and squarely, and fix a fair 
price, and then if those men that can corn 
cannot pay it. we can raise our own corn, 
raise more hay, more fruit, more pork, fat 
cattle, wheat, butter and cheese. One great 
evil in raising sweet corn is that farmers 
plant too many acres—more than they can 
manure as it should be. and in a few years 
their farms run behind; for sweet corn 
must be a more exhaustive crop than yel- 
low, as fodder and corn are both richer. 
and of course must come from the soil. 
Let a man take one acre in fruit trees, and 
apply yearly that manure which an acre of 
corn requires, bs as much time in prun- 
ing ashe does In preparing. planting and 
hoeing, and he will cast a big balance to 
the credit side. Now, brother farmers, let 
us hear from you all.

Season in the Aroostook Yalley. 


The harvest is ended, the crops are gath- 
ered in, and it is well te compare the pres- 
ent with the past. I do not know how bet- 
ter to give the result of the year’s effort. 
than to state what the best and wisest of 
our farmers themselves say of the result. 
To the question ‘How are your crops?” 
which I have put to many of them during 
the last two weeks, the answers have been. 
“Good,” “As good as [can expect,” “I 
have no reason to complain,” “lam satis- 
fied,” As a whole, as as I ever had,” 
‘Some better than usual, arfd others not so 
good as sometimes.””"’ The above are sub- 
stantially the answers of perhaps twenty 
different persons, who are fair representa- 
tives of the community in this valley. That 
which is the poorest in both quantity and 
quality is the potato crop. In number of 
bushels it is perhaps not over half what it 
was last year, which was an unusually good 
one, and in quality it is not near as good, 
but potatoes in the market are worth more 
than double they were last year at this 
time. Many farmers had contracts with 
th@starch factories to sell all they raised 
for twenty-five cents per bushel. These 
have rather a hard time, when their neigh- 
bors are selling for fifty and sixty cents 
per bushel, to the merchants and potato 
buyers. 

The farmers, however, have geénerall 
come to the conclusion that hereafter it will 
be better to plant less land, manure and hoe 
it well, plant the best varieties for the mar- 
ket, and thus raise more value from the 
same land, and receive for their crops more 
money than they heretofore have done for 
poor potatoes at the factories. 

The crop of wheat is somewhat less than 
last year, but it sells for a better price than 
then, so that farmers will receive as much 
money for what they have to sell as they 
did in former years. Oats and buckwheat 
were never better than this year, and will 


bring a good price. 
Cattle and then are selling at pric- 
es, and many are sold and driven out 


of the country. The crop of early cut hay 
was rather lighter than usual, some of 
it was dam by rains in July, but the 
late or second crop of grass was never bet- 
ter, and much of it was secured for hay, 
and the fali feed for stock has been unusu- 


ally good. 

Ou the whole the farmers of the Aroos- 
took valley have had a prosperous season. 
The railroad facilities in this county have 
been extraordinary during the year, which 
peo Magee My cosy ? pay their aren 
produce with less loss and e ; they 
will have less to pay for freight up n the 
imported goods they consume than former- 
ly.

Oxen ws. Horses. 





In former days the ox team in Maine was 
the main reliance. It was not unusual to 
see two or three yoke of oxen and as many 
pairs of steers. itt? what pride did John 
Otis and Capt. Lawrence of rfield, look 
upon their oxen! They were representa- 
tive men in breeding and training oxen, and 
what oxen! No better were ever raised in 
this or any other State or country. They 
were the admiration of all beholders. They 
and other men of their like, ail over the 
State, believed in the ox, that “by his 
strength there was much increase.” 

But that generation has gone—have joined 
the “silent majority,” the men to take 
their places, where are they? The ox. too, 
as well as his owner, has gone—have fallen 
away, and are nowhere to be seen, except 
occasioanally here and there a yoke. 

And how forcibly are we reminded of the 
saying of the wise man, “Where no oxen 
are the crib is clean.” Is it not true? yea, 
verily, “By the strength of the ox there is 
much increase.” In discarding the ox as a 
farm team. have we done wisely? I fear 
not. It is eminently the poor man’s team 
The cost of raising a yoke of oxen is much 
less than it costs to raise a pair of horses. 
The outfit costs less, and the wear and tear 
are less, and then, too we must not forget 
the “increase by the strength (in labor) of 
the ox.” Toa very large extent the horse 
is the supplanter of the ox, as a farm la- 
borer. The introduction of the mowing 
machine and other machine appliances in 
farming operations, it is claimed, has ne- 
cessitated the change; we do not believe 
that there is any valid reason for this. But 
that with a ‘‘three-cattle-team”—a yoke of 
of oxen and a horse, the farmer can accom- 
plish work as well, and with much greater 
economy. The horse requires more and 
better feed than the ox, and while the ox is 
constantly increasing in value, the horse is 
as constantly decreasing. until he finally 
finds a lodgment on the dunghill. It is the 
firm belief of not a few observing men tha 
we here in Maine have already arrived at a 
condition of things that a change in this re- 
spect is needed, and a return made to the 
better and more economic methods ef our 
fathers. Can we not, with strict propriety, 
endorse the words of the inspired writer— 
**Where no oxen are the crib is clean.”

I planted on 
righ soil with Bradley's phosphate ina drill, 
with no manure; planted June ist. I pro- 
pose to test its sweetness and if it turns out 
as recommended.

I am satisfied that it may 
be successfully grown in this latitude. 
From my experience so far I think it needs 
soil which has been previously enriched. 
rather than fresh ae It should be 
planted when the ground is dry and light, 
so the surface cannot crust over before the 
little tender germ is ready to come up, as it 
is not sufficlently strong to force itself 





through. I planted mine in a slight show- 
er, and the ground crusted over so I had to

A Word for “Gypsic.” 


You ask if there is any easy and certain 
way to get rid of the red spider. If you 
did not forestall the matter by saying that 
you cannot stand over the plants to wash 
them, I should tell you to do just that, for 
the cause of red spiders is dryness of at- 
mosphere, and moisture is sure death. 
Plunging the plants in hot water is sure 
to kill them, if not with one application try 
it again after a few days. Of course it 
must be a sudden immersion, and wrap 
something around the pot to keep the 
earth from falling out. Syringing with 
hot water will do it, but it is not so quick a 
process for the pest is on the under sur- 
face of the leaf theiefore difficult to reach 
by this method. The water must not be 
above 120 degrees. You say that you have 
heard of burning brimstone as a remedy. 
I have never tried it, for the good reason 
that I never have any red spiders to kill. 
A skillfal florist however recommends it 
but says, “Do not burn the sulphur, simply 
heat it.” 

Plants must be kept clean by showering 
or washing frequently if we would have 
them healthy. The leaves are the lungs 
of the plants, and if clogged with dust, or 
pe there cannos.be healthy growth. In 
cold weather a dish of water should always 
be kept on the stove where it can rapidly 
evaporate. It is important for our own 
heaith as wellas for the plants. An urn 
of water kept on top of the cover of our 
ey stove is not sufficient. I throw 
yack the cover and place the urn inside on 
the grate where evaporation can be rapid.

Fresh 
air is also essential for the health of plants 
as well as ourselves. It will never do be- 
cause the weather is cold to exclude all 
out door air. Raise or drop a window, or 
by an open door admit the pure air for 
a few minutes several times a day when it 
is fair weather, for a less time when it is 
not, and thus keep the atmosphere pure 
with air and water. 

You ask what kind of plants are free 
from red spiders. I have never known of 





their infecting geraniums and I think they 
never trouble begonias.
